PINK EIDOE AGKNCV. S. D., Deo. 31.— 


The Seventh cavalry had just reached 
camp yesterday morning, after repuls 
ing the attack made on their supply 
train by Two Strike's band, when a 
courier arrived with word that 
the 


Catholic mission was on fire, and the 
teachers and pupils were being massa 
ored. In twenty minutes the weary, 
hungry, exhausted cavalry was once 
more in motion. 


They found that the fire was at the 


Day school, one mile this side of the 
mission. The Indians were found to 
the number of 18,000, under the com 
mand of Little Wound and Two Strike, 
about one mile beyond the mission, 
The Seventh formed a line and began 
the fighting, which was' carried on by 
only 300 or 100 Indians at a time, while 
the 
great 
masses kept concealed. 


General Forsythe suspected an ambush, 
and did not let them draw him into 
dangerous ground. 
Colonel 
Henry 


started one hour later than Forsythe, 
and, owing to the exhaustion of his 
horse, had to travel very slowly. 


The S eventh became surrounded by 


the redskins, but just as the circle was 
ready to charge the Ninth broke in 
upon the rear of thff'hostiles and they 
vanished and the weary soldiers slowly 
retreated, reaching the agency at dark. 
The infantry had been ordered out bnt 
were stopped by the sight of the head of 
the column of cavalry. The soldiers, 
brave and heroic as they are, were 
greatly outnumbered, and there »re not 
enough troops at this point to clean out 
these Indians, who are still camped 
within seven miles of the agency, The 
damage done the troops is small. 
Lieutenant Mann, of Company E, 
Seventh cavalry, was wounded, shot 
through the side. The first sergeant of 
Company E was also wounded. 


The fights of yesterday and to-day 


leave Company K without a single offi- 
cer, either commissioned or nou com- 
missioned. 


WABHrsaTOji, Deo. 31.—The Indian 


bureau this morning received a telegram 
from Station Agent Cooper, at Fine 
Kidge agency, dated December 30, 
stating that the number of Indians kill- 
ed in the late battle aggregated about 
100, and that 150 were wounded. There 
were also about thirty-five 
soldiers 


killed and a number more or less seri- 
ously wounded. Father 
Craft, the 


Catholic preist, died from his injuries. 
The Indians made another attack on the 
troops yesterday morning, resulting in 
the death of two soldiers. Twelve In- 
dians were killed and about the same 
number wounded. 


THAT CHICAGO BAKK. BOBBHBY. 
The Police Bad a Spy Among Thieves 


and Were Aware of Their Scheme. 
CHICAGO, Deo. 31.—The four men 


who were connected with the robbery of 
the Merchants' Exchange Bank at South 
Chicago, are still looked up at Hyde 
Park station. 
John Corbett, Harry 


Feathorstone and Frank Bennett, the 
men who actually committed the rob- 
wry, have been identified as the men 
who, in an equally bold manner, enter- 
ed the Allerton packing house at the 
stock yards, December 2, and robbed 
Cashier Osoier of 83,200. 


It now transpires that the police had 


a spy in communication with the rob- 


s and were kept fully informed of 


their plans, The original arrangement 
was to rob the bank to-day, bnt the 
gang became suspicious of the police 
"stool-pigeon" and hurried matters. 
Chas. E, Mullen, the man who drove 
;he butcher's wagon in which the rob- 
t>ers continued their flight after the 
hone with which they started became 
exhausted, claims that he knew nothing 
of the robbery and that he was forced 
at the muzzle of a revolver to aid them 
in their flight. The police, on the 
other hand, claim that he drove up and 
down in the neighborhood where the 
robbers overtook him for two hours pre- 
vious to their arrival, evidently waiting 
for them. 


TWO OP THEM CONFESS. 


The South Chicago bank robbers were 


arraigned before a justice to-day and 
their oases continued until January 6. 
The oourt fixed the bonds of Feather- 
atone alias Hennessy, Corbett and Mul- 
len, at $10,000 each and those of Ben- 
nett who shot Watchman O'Brien in the 
leg, at $15,000. 
Bennett and Corbett 


made a full confession last night to 
Chief Marsh concerning the particulars 
of the robbery. 
According to their 


story, '.Foatheretone and Mullen were 
the principals and they (Bennett and 
Oorbett) the tools. 


Bough Jokern Hang a Man. 


LEXINGTON, Deo. 31,—While a num- 


ber of rough jokers were congregated in 
a tUoon near here yesterday, some one 
conceived the idea of charging Charles 
Madden, who was drunk and had fallen 
•sleep, with highway robbery, and after 
selecting a judge and a sheriff, Madden 
was put through a mock trial and con- 
demned to be hanged. A cord was 
placed around his shoulders and ho was 
suspended from a coat hook, bnt in his 
straggles to release himself the rope 
slipped and tightened about his neck. 
Before the •peotatore realized the grav- 


ity of his condition he was dangerously 
choked and was nearly lifeless when cut 
down. 


AUVICETO PENSION 


They Had Best Communicate Di- 


rectly With the Commissioner. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 31.—As heretofore 


stated in these dispatches, it is alto 
get her a waste of time for pension 
claimants to address any one in congress 
or the departments now to have their 
claims made special, as such letters are 
simply referred to the commissioner 
and are not given any more attention, 
and in fact not so prompt attention, as 
i! they were in the first instance di- 
rected to the commissioner of pensions. 
It may as well be stated, also, that let- 
ters addressed to President Harrison 
asking attention in pension oases are 
merely sent over to the commissioner 
of pensions without direction or in- 
dorsement, 
as 
the 
rules 
of 


the pension 
office preclude the pos- 


sibility of 
any 
influence whatever 


from any direction having the effect of 
hastening action upon pension cases. 
The commissioner of pensions has 
adopted a set of rules which he will per- 
sistently and continuously adhere to 
without exception, which plaoes every 
claimant upon the same footing aud 
shuts out all possible influence from 
congressmen, politicians and 
office- 


holders and even the president, and it 
would be bad grace for any one to at- 
tempt to persuade the commissioner to 
deviate from these rules, even though 
such a thing were possible, for it is the 
determination now to treat all pension 
claimants alike. All statements to the 
effect that President Harrison or any- 
body else is influencing the pension de- 
partment in making exceptions in pen- 
sion claims are without any foundation 
whatever and it is to the best interests 
of claimants to send their oommnnica 
tions direct to the commissioner of pen- 
sions.* 


TO BE HELD JAJNUABV 15. 


When the New Kallroad Association 


Will Meet in Sew York. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—President Miller, 


of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road, said that he had called a meeting 
of the new consolidated association of 
Western roads to be held in New York 
on January 15. 


He intimated, however, that the pres- 


ent complication with the Union Pacific 
Omaha bridge matter might interfere 
with it. 


"If the contract which the St. Paul 


road has with the Union Pacific," said 
President Miller, "cannot be enforced, 
it need not be expected that any private 
agreement the president might make, 
will hold good." 


The St. Paul road is not alone iu the 


fight, the Book Island having received 
notice from the Union Pacific that it 
will not be permitted to continue the 
present bridge arrangement, 


The Book Island and St. Paul roads 


claim that in May last a contract was 
•ntered into between the three roads in 
nterest and ratified by all of the boards 
of directors, whereby the St. Paul and 
Sock Island roads were granted track- 
age facilities over the Union Pacific 
>ridge for an annual rental of $45,000. 
They admit that the terms are favorable 
while the new Union Pacific manage- 
ment claims that the rental paid is alto- 
gether too small and, with a view to se- 
curing better terms, is trying to abro- 
gate the contract,

Johnson, ex-desperado, fend leadar and 
general terror, whose hands have been 
bathed in the blood of at least seven of 
his fellow creatures, has been converted, 
and in future his voice will be heard at 
protracted meetings and revival ser- 
vices exhorting the faithful and giving 
words of encouragement to the waver 
ing, Hitherto Col. Andy has obtained 
celebrity by sending unprepared and 
unwarned souls into the mysterious 
bourae 
beyond, but hereafter his 


life 
will 
be 
devoted 
to exactly 


the opposite cause. 
Colonel John- 


son has been brought to repentance 
through the efforts of the Methodist 
evangelist, Eev. J, 0. Morrison, who 
has been conducting religious meetings 
here for some weeks. The career of 
Andy Johnson, who is now only twenty- 
sis years of age, is full of exciting inci- 
dents, He has shot down seven people 
in his time, but to-day he is one of the 
wealthiest and best citizens of Pine- 
ville. Pour years ago he was brought 
to Pineville from the "Yaller Creek" 
country and was appointed marshal. 
He got the office because the town was 
overrun by outlaws, and he had a repu 
tation for fearlessness, la three months' 
time Fineville was peaceful. 
There 


were three graves in Andy's private 
oametery, though. He had killed three 
bad men and the others had scattered. 
The worst of Johnson's murders was 
the killing of Will Hoskins, Jess Jones 
aud a little girl, all at the same time, 
Jones and Johnson had had a difficulty, 
in which Johnson's eye was shot out.

was 
in 
bed 
six 
weeks, 


but 
he 
sent 
word 
to 
Jones 


that he intended to kill him on sight, 
One bright Sunday morning in the 
spring of 1889 Andy was able to leave 
the house. He picked up his Winches- 
ter and strolled down to the Bingham 
iotel. He sat around awhile, when pres- 
ently he noticed a wagon coming down 
the road "toward him. In the wagon 
were three people. Andy waited until 
the wagon was within twenty- five yards 
of him, when he raised his gun and 
pulled the trigger, and Jess Jones, who 
was driving, fell out dead. Will Hos- 
tcins, on the rear seat with a little girl, 
reached for his gun in the bottom of the 
wagon. Before he could raise it a ball 
from Johnson's weapon went through his 
head, and also pierced the brain of the 
little girl. Johnson was tried for killing. 
but escaped on technicalities. He has 
recently invested in boom real estate, 
and is now worth $50,000 or $60,000. 
Up to a short time ago he was a deputy 
United States marshal.

WeatnoodA.Agten, the Oldest Pris- 


oner In Indiana Given His Par- 


don-Jetton Ooes Free. 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
Deo. 31.—Westwood 


A. Aston, a "lifer" in tho prison south, 
was pardoned yesterday by the gov- 
ernor. For the past ton years he has 
guarded the outer gate of the prison, 
and in point of service was the oldest 
convict in the state. During the war 
he moved to Shoals, Martin county, 
where he married a widow who had two 
sons in the army. When they returned 
they attempted to drive Aston away, 
and finally they planned to assassinate 
him, 
and enlisting a fellow named 


Drinkhouse to help them. Astoa and 
Drinkhouse met, the latter armed with 
a shotguu, and in tho fight Drinkhouse 
was disarmed and killed. Acting under 
the advice of an attorney, Aston sur- 
rendered himself and pleaded guilty, 
aud was sentenced for life; but the 
judge passing judgment made a plea to 
the governor in his behalf, and Hen- 
dricks, Baker and Porter in turn were 
petitioned to pardon him. The old man 
is aged seventy-three, but he has two 
daughters in Illinois who are able to 
make provision for him. 


The governor also pardoned Thos. J. 


Jetton, of St. Joseph county, serving a 
iwenty-one years' sentence in tho prison 
north for killing a neighbor named 
Snyder m 1885. 
The murderer and his 


victim quaireled over a sheep, and upon 
Snyder attacking Jetton with a heavy 
chain, the latter shot him dead, 


LOAN ASSOCIATIONS ANDBANKS 
ImnieugeBu<UneBB With Wage-Work- 


ers Estimated on Ret urns 


Iu his annual report filed with the 


governor yesterday Mr. Peele, the 
State statistician, says that of the 384 
associations to which blanks were sent 
only ninety-six responded, s&ys the In- 
dianapolis Journal, Mr, Peele there* 
fore recommends that the legislature 
take early action to insure returns from 
them. 
The five savings banks and 


fifty-three State banks of Indiana are 
subjected once a year to expert examin- 
ation by the State bank examiner, but 
the 384 or more building, loan and sav- 
ings associations are permitted to pro- 
ceed without any supervision whatever. 
Taking 
381 
as 
a 
basis 
of 


calculation, 
and 
the 
averages 


obtained 
from 
the 
ninety-six 


reporting, and comparing the estimated 
totals with the condition of the fifty- 
three state banks the following showing 
is obtained: Capital stock 381 associ- 
ations, §105,001,003; total gross amount 
of loans, 811,359,018; cash on hand, 
8311,808; total, 8116,675,189; capital 
stock fifty-three banks, $2,186,183; loans 
and discounts, $5,881,287; cash on hand, 
8619.982; 
total, 
S8.987.452. 
These 


figures demonstrate the 
immensely 


larger amount of capital stock and loons 
of the associations than of the state 
banks, yet the associations are allowed 
to 
conduct 
their business without 


supervision or investigation, Of the 
381 associations to which blanks were 
sent, 288 declined to make any answer 
whatever, and of those which 
did 


respond, many failed to answer all the 
questions propounded, 


"It has been assumed, with great pro- 


priety," says the report, "that building, 
loan and savings associations were spec- 
ially beneficent hi their purpose, and, as 
a general proposition, organized to ena- 
ble workingmen to build themselves 
homes. That this has been the result to 
a gratifying extent is not to be doubted, 
but to what extent is not known. Of the 
11,821 shareholders in the associations 


porting, 7,111 are wage-workers, and 


the 381 associations would therefore in- 
oludo 35,328 wage-workers. 
Eighty- 


eight associations report loans amount- 
ing to 82,657,326, and seventy five state 
that they have loaned to wage-workers
